'Don't mistake tie ' sentiment.

means that 
if beer and whiskey 
money is going to be spent to ham- 
string the government, there shall be 
no beer and whiskey money to spend. 
I am only setting rowa what I- hear 
every day, in saloons and outside of 
them. Moat of the men who talk in 
this way have always opposed pro- 
hibition. They don't Ibelleve in it 
now, 
but they believe less in sedition 
and treason.

(Allen B. West) 
Question—What can I do for cut- 
worms? They ar.e .tailing my tomato 
plants by cutting offl the .stem just 
above 1fce (ground. 
^Answer—Mix one ounce of Pans 
green..with six pounds of bran and 
enough molasses to make into balls. 
Scatter these at night about the 
plants you wish to protect. The 
worms will 'no doubt prefer these to 
tomato plants. In the morning you 
may remove the balls. If you have 
chickens running about, that are like- 
ly to get onto the Held in the morning 
before you do, I would suggest that 
you shut them up before you go to 
bed. To avoid danger from poisoned 
bait you may make a collar of paste- 
board, slip it over the plant and uress 
it down into the soil about! the plauf. 
This little pasteboard fence is a bar- 
rier the worms cannot get over and 
the plant.is protected. .

Question—There are striped 
bugs 
on ,my cucumber- vines that are just 
coming up.

A decoction maila- 
of 2 tablespoons of white hellebore lo 
4 gallons of boiling water, applied 
wher cool with a whisk broom, so 
that the underside of the leaves Is 
thoroughly wetted,, proves effective. 
An ounce of arsenate of lead to a gal- 
lon ot water may be used in place ol 
the hellebore. If troubled with this 
pest last year, It is best to anticipate- 
its coming this year and make the ap- 
plication before tbey^appear.

even on Milwaukee markets, the fact 
is explained by the wide range in the 
quality of the 
potatoes 
ottered in 
those cities at the lower prices. 
Potatoes demanded for local con- 
sumption are to an almost exclusive 
extent the best grade on the market, 
known in official parlance as No. 1 
stock. 
These cost the' local whole- 
sale merchants approximately three 
dollars at barrel- more than would the 
poorer grades, 
could 
these be dis- 
posed of in 
Janesville. 
When 
the 
profits of the wholesale merchants in 
this city, which in many cases do not 
occur in the greater cities, in that 
conditions are such that the retailers 
can purchase directly from the com- 
mission dealers-, 
together, with the 
freight and cartage charges are added 
to the Chicago 
price, it is evident 
that there are no 'unreasonable profits 
made on this end of the transaction, 
and that until there is a greater de- 
cline In Chicago prices there can be 
no large drop, In local retail prices. 
At present the potatoes, 
retailed 
here at ninety cents a peck, cost the 
wholesaler J2.96 a bushel in Chicago; 
to this must be added about twenty 
cents a bushel for freight and cart- 
age charges, putting 
them 
in the 
wholesalers' hands at J3.15 a bushel. 
His profits, together with the retail- 
er's profits, are made in the forty-five 
cents difference between that price 
and the $3.60 at which the consumer 
purchases them.

Baking Powder and Health 


Baking powders are employed in 
baking to produce a result in a shor1:

THE STAR-SPANGLED BANNER 


No patriotic song has a more thrilling: or inspiring history than 


the national anthem of our country, "The Star-Spangled Banner." 
It was during the war of 1812, after the British had failed to reduce 
Fort McHenry, the defense of, Baltimore, that Francis Scott Key, 
held prisoner by Lord Cockburn, the British Admiral, wrote the 
first lines of the "Star-spangled Banner." Key had gone to the flag- 
ship under a flag of truce for the purpose of requesting the release 
of a friend who was being held as a prisoner. The British Admiral 
had Just completed his plans for the attack on Fort McHenry, and 
instead of releasing Key's friend, made Key a temporary prisoner. 
The battle began on September 13, 1814, and lasted until the morn- 
Ing of the folio-wing day. From hie prison ship Key watched the 
progress of the bombardment hopeful but not confident that the 
'Stars and Stripes" would still wave above the fort when the battle 
ended. Now he would catch a glimpse of the flag for a second as 
the smoke and fog cleared away, and then It-would be hidden from 
view again as the British guns belched forth shot, fire aad smoke. 
Night fell and the bombardment continued; Anxiously the prisoner 
peered through the darkneea for a glimpse of .the flag. For an In- 
• tant, as a bomb or a rocket would burst perilously close .to its 
•tsff, he would see Jt, only to have darkness close in again—and 
•with darkness came uncertainty. 
The hours .passed slowly, 
but 
Key remained at his pout watching, hoping against hope. Morning 
broke at last, and above the fort Old Glory" still floated defiantly 
in the breeze. The British had failed, and withdrew. It was then 
that Key, on the inspiration of the moment, put down the first lines 
or notes from which he later -wrote the "Star-Spangled Banner." 
A week later the verses were published in a Baltimore 'paper, under 
the title of."The:Defense of Fort McHenry." 
A short time later 
they were, set to the tune of the old air, "To Ancreon in Heaven," 
and were taken up at once by the troops camped In Baltimore, and 
from that time the eong grew in popularity .until today it is given 
first place among our national songs. 


BATTLE HYMN OF THE REPUBLIC. 


Julia Ward Howe -wrote the "Battle Hymn of the Republic" In 
a moment of intense inspiration. It was while she was on a visit 
to Washington in 1862. She was-impressed by the troops guarding 
the. city. One night she awoke from her slumber/to find herself 
weaving-together the lines of a, poem. She arose .'and aet this an- 
them down on paper.

HAIL COLUMBIA 


"Hail Columbia" is the oldest patriotic 
song of the 
United 
States. The words were written in 1798 by Josech Hopkinson. a 
Philadelphia lawyer, and its music dates back to Washington's in- 
auguration in 1789. 
Although Hopklnson was the author of the 
verses, it was an actor who first conceived the idea. In 179S Franc* 
and England were at war and feeling in the 
United States ran 
high as to which eide we should take. 
Gilbert, a 
Philadelphia 
player, susrpested to Hopkinson that he write patriotic verses 
which might be set to the then popular "President's March." 
In 
writing th'e verses Hopkinson attempted to portray the true Amer- 
ican spirit. His success in doing this was proven when the sons 
-was first rendered at a Philadelphia Iheatre. It was received with 
great enthusiasm and found favor with those of British and French 
sentiment alike. During the season President Adams and his= cab- 
inet attended the theatre in a body to hear It. The music of "Hail 
Columbia" originally .known as "The President's March," was writ- 
ten by a composer named Phyla and was first, ployed in 17S9. 


THE BATTLE CRY OP FREEDOM 


The Battle Cry of Freedom was written by George F. Root In 
1861. President Lincoln had Just issued his second call fnr troops 
and Root was impressed by the significance of the proclamation. 
He eaught the spirit, of the -hour and there began to evolve in his 
mind a rallying song. In an outburst of patriotic fervor ho con- 
ceived the words and music of the sone and it was presented to tho 
public the following day. It spread throughout the country as if 
impelled by gome magnetic influence 
and did much to swell 
the 
ranks of the army. 
On one occasion it is said to have been Ui« 
deciding factor in a--battle. 


COLUMBIA, THE GEM OF THE OCEAN 


The authorship of "Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean" has Ion? 
been In dispute. 
While the idea is said to have originated with 
David T. Shaw, it. is believed that it was actually written by 
Thomas a'Becket in 1843.

The version of "Dixie" which is best known Is the composition 
of Dan E Emmett. a well known minstrel of years gone by, and 
was first sung in New York in 1860.
